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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 34: line 4, after "steps of, insert -using a computer or processor for--. 
The Examiner's Amendment is necessary to avoid a possible rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101 as the claim not being tied to another statutory category. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 8), filed 3/24/2009, with respect to 
claims 1-3, 6, 8, 12, 16-19, 21, 22, 24-27, 30, 31 and 34 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of 1-3, 6, 8, 12, 16-19, 21, 22, 24-27, 30, 31 and 34 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 6, 8, 12, 16-19,21,22,24-27,30,31 and 34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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* The rejected claims have been amended to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101; 

* The Examiner's Amendment has been issued to overcome the rejection to 
claim 34 for being a single means claim; 

* The present invention provides a new method and computer readable medium 
for automated analysis of a digital image of a physical specimen, which can be 
embodied in a robust, objective and cost-effective tool to assist in the diagnosis and 
prognosis of breast cancer (specification, page 2, lines 12-15). 

Particularly, the new method and computer readable medium comprise the 
following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination does not 
teach: 

- segmenting... the first-mentioned class (see independents claim 1 and 34); 

- calculating... class or classes (see independent claim 30); 

- providing an indication of a grade of cancer on the basis of the metric (see 
independent claim 31).
